1. BILLING A ND PAT MENTS 

{a) Station will, from time to time at intervals b llowing broadcasts hereunder, bill Agencyon behalf of Ad ve rtiser at address on the face hereof Agency 

shall pay Station thereon at address on bill on or befcre the 15tii dayofeach month follow ing that in which broadcast occurred or on such other date as maybe specified in tiie invoice. 

(b) Except where this contact is made di rectly with the Advertise r described on the face of this contract, it is understood that Agency makes th is 

contract both br itself and as agent for tiie Advertise r and that Agency agrees, on behalf of the Advertiser and of Hself, that Agency and Advertiser are and shall be jointly and severally 
liable for all payment to be made byagencyto Station and br all obligations undertaken to be perbrmed by Agency 



2. TERMINATION 

{a} Unless otherwise speciied on the face hereof, either party may termi mate this conlract, without cause, upo n giving Die other partya t least 28 days 

prior notice provided that if notice isgiven by Agency termination shall not be effective until ater two{2} weeks of broadcasting hereunder. If Agencyso terminates this contract, it 
shall pay Station at the earned rate for a II broadcasts pursuant to this contract thro ugh the elective date of termination. 

::■ Statiortmay upon notice to Agency, terminate this contract at anytime; {i) upon materia I breach by Agency { if} if Station Bifeto receive timely 

payment on billing; or {iii} if Advertiser's or Agencys credit is in Station's reasonable opinion, impaired. Upon such termination, all unpaid accrued charges hereunder shall immediately 
become due and payable. The Agencys only liabilityshall be to pay for telecast completed hereunder prior to cancellation byStation. 

(c) Agency may upon notice to Station, terminate this contract at anytime upon material breach by Station. Upon such termination, the Statio n's only 

liabilityshall be to pay as liquidated damagesasum equal to the lesser of the following: {fy the aclual noncancellable out-of-pocket costs necessarily incurred by Agency in performance 
of this contract through date of such termination, or {if} the total which would be due to Station hereunder if, on the date on which Agencygives notice of cancellation, Station had given 
notice of termination pursuant to Paragraph 2{a} elective at the earliest date permitted thereunder. 

{d} Neithe r partyshall have any liability to the other upon termination pursuant to this Paragraph 2. except as provided in this Paragraph 2 and

3. OMISSIONOF BROA DC A ST 

If, asa result ofan act of God, bice majeure, public emergency labo r dispute, restriction imposed bylaw or governmental order, mechanical breakdown, orwhere 
necessaryto enable the Station to comph/with the Communications Act of 1934, as amended, to satisfythe "reasonable access" andor "equal opportunity' requirement for certain 
political candidates, or anyother similar or dissimilar cause beyond the Station's reasonable control, Station fails to broadcast anyor all of the a nnouncemem(s} or programs to be 
broadcast hereu nder, Station shall not be in breach hereof, but Agency shall be entitled to an adjustment as blbws: {f} if no part of a scheduled broadcast is made, a later broadcast 
shall be made at a reasonablysatisfactorysubstitutedate and time, and if no such time is available, the lime cha rges allocable to the omitted broadcast shall be waived; {ii} if a material 
part, but not all, ofa scheduled broadcast is omitted, a later b roadcast shall be made ata reasonable substitute date and time, and Agency shal I continue to pay fi II charge.

6. AGENCY MATERIAL 

All commercial mate rials {if so specified on the face of this contract, all program materials, including talent} shall be firnished by Agency and delivered to Station at 
Agency's sole cost and expense. Agencyshall deliver all materials not less than 48 hours {exclusive of Saturdays. Sundays and holidays} in advance of broadcast. All materials 
furnished by Agency {f> shall not be contra ryto tiie public interest, {if} shall conform to tiie Statio n's then existing program and operating policies and quality standards, and {iif}are 
subject to Station's prior approval and continuing right to rejector to cause Agencyto edit such materials. Station will not be liable for toss or damage to Agencys material or, even if 
accepted byStation, br communications fom others 

If Agency request within 30 days of last broadcast here under, Station will, at Agencys expense, return Agency material to Agency If Agencydoes not so request. Station 
has the right to dispose of all Agency material anytime ater 63 days follow ing the last broadcast hereunder. 

7. INDEMNIFICATION 

Agencyand Advertise r w ill jointiy and severally indemnifyand hold harmless Station fom and against all da ims, demands, debt, obligations or charges {including 
reasonable atto rney tees and disbursements} which arise outofor result from the broadcast, preparatio n for b roadcast o r contemplated broadcast of materials firnished byor on behalf 
of Agencya nttbr Advertiseror fir nished by Station at Agencys request br use in connection with Agency's or Advertiser's commercial material, and Station will similarly indemnifyand 
hold harmless Agencyand Ad vertiser w ith respect to all materials furnished byStation. The indemnitee shall promptly notify and cooperate with the indemnitor with respect to any 
claim. The provisions of this paragraph shall survive the termination or expiration of this contract. 



8. CONSEQUENTIAL DA MAGES 

Agencyand Station hereby agree tiiat consequential damages resulting from any breach of this contract, pursuant to Paragraph 2. or anyomission of broadcast, pursuant to 
Paragraph 3. or any preemption o f broadcast, pursuant to Paragraph 4, are speculative and neither Agency not Station shall be held liable br any consequential damages incurred. 
T his consequential damage exclusion provision is an allocation of risk separate and apart tiom proviso ns specifying or limiting either Agency's or Station's remedies for breach.

(c) Agency is acting as agent for a disclosed pri ndpa I {i.e. , 1he Advertise r named on tie face hereo f and Agency will act as age nt isr making payment 

on all billings hereunder. Howe ver, Agency shall be primarily liab le for tiie Advertiser's payment o f sums d ue he reunder and Station shall look initially to Agency fcr the payment thereof 
unless and until Agency ki Is b timely remit payrertor becomes insolvent. Advertiser shall be liable to Station and not to agencyon all unpaid billings fcr services rendered by Station

Nothing herein contained relating to the payment o f billings byAgencyshall be construed so 
as to relieve Advertiser o ( or diminish Advertiser's liabilhyfor breach of te obligations hereunder. If this contract is with a media buying service, all references herein to Agencyshall 
applyto the media buyng service. If this contract is made directiyw ith Advertiser, references herein to Agency shall apply to Advertiser emeptthat in such case no commtsao n w ill be 
allowed. 

{d} Agencyshall notasggn this contract esaspt to another agency wh ich succeeds to rrs business of representing Advertiser and provided such other 

agency assumes all it obligations hereunder. Advertiser nay upon notice to Station, charge its agency and only Die successor agencyshall be entitied to commissions, if any, on 
billings br broadcasts the realer. Station is not required to broadcast hereunder br the beneftofany person other than Advertiser, or br a product or service other than that named on 
the face hereof 

{e} This contact contains the entire understanding between the parties, cannot be changed or terminated orally and shall be construed in accordance 

with the laws of the State of New York, and with the Communications Act of 1S34, as amended, and with the rules and regulations of the FCC issued pursuant thereto. When there is 
any inconsistency between these standard conditions and a provision onthe face hereof, the latter shall govern.
